We the (’uminiRsioncra ajjpointecl under the Census (Ireland) Act (53 & 54 Vic., 
cap. 4G), l>ei', in nccordance with SoctiDU !) of that Act, to lay before your Excellency 
thcfoilnM iii-,' Abstract of the information obtained by the Enumerators, as to the Popula- 
tion, oil tho ni.u'ht nt the 5tli of April, 

In presenting this Abstract we beg to state that the arrangements for taking the 
Census of Ireiand in 18D1 were conimeucotl in November, I88'.b and that the plans for 
carrying out tho work Iiad been jiropared, and all the prcliminarie-s completed when 
the Commission was appointed on 24tli November, 1890. 

The Country was divided into 210 Enumeration Districts, each under the supervision 
of a Dl.strict Insjiector of tho Iloyal Irish Constabulary, or an Officer of the Dublin 
Metropolitan Ibilicv, to whom was assigned tho duty of superintending the taking of 
the Census. Tliese Superintendents of Enumeration comprised 204 Officers of the 
Royal Irish ( 'unstaludary, and 0 C)|}ieers of the Dublin Metropolitan Police. Each 
SuperintemUmt liad mider Ins direction a certain number of Enumerators amounting in 
the total to 4,lt>2 — viz., 4,012 Sergeants or Constables of the Royal Irish Constabulary, 
and 150 Sorgeants or Constables of the Dublin Metropolitan Police. 

We have much {deasurc in .stating that this organization has worked successfully, 
and that im serious difficulty has been experienced in the progress of the work. 

All the not’essary Formsaiid Instructions were issued so that they might be in the 
hand.s of the .Suiauuntendonts bcfoi-o the IGth of March, on which day it was directed 
that the jiarceL « f Forms should be opened and tho distribution commenced. 

The distribution of the Forms was cunipletod on the 4th of April, and their collection 
comtnencod on the Gth of April. 

Each Euumi-'rator on couijileting tho collection of the Returns for his district proceeded 
to make a summary of the results. From tliese Summaries the following Report and 
accompanying Tables have been com]nlcd. 

This Heturn relates to tlie more inpiortant Territorial Divisions only and to the 
principal Cities and Towns. 


Gbnfual Summary. 

4,706,162 Persons (2,317,076 Males and 2.389,086 Females) were returned in the Persoos, 
Enumerators’ Summaries as constituting the population of Ireland on tlie night of 
Sunday, the 5th of last April — thus showing a decrease since 1881 of 468,674 persons, 
or 9T per cent. — the decrease in tho number of males was equal to 8 '5 per cent., and in 
the number of females to 9‘6 per cent. 

There was during the decade a decrease of 83,271 persons, or 6'5 per cent, in the 
Province of Leinster ; 162,121, or 12‘2 per cent, in the Province of Munster ; 125,198, or 
7'2 per cent, in the Province of Ulster ; and 98,084, or 11-9 per cent, in the Province of 
Connaught.

The Decrease of Population in Ireland between 1871 and 1881 amounted to 4-4 per 
cent, as against 9*1 per cent, between 1881 and 1891 ; in the Province of Leinster the 
decrease between 1871 and 1881 amounted to 4'5 per cent., between 1881 and 1891 to 
6-5 per cent. ; in the Province of Munster the decrease between 1871 and 1881 was 4*5 
per cent, between 1881 and 1891 it was 12*2 per cent. ; in the Province of Ulster the 
decrease between 1871 and 1881 was 4*9 per cent., between 1881 and 1891 it was 7'2 
per cent, j and in Connaught it was 2*9 per cent, between 1871 and 1881, and H‘9 per 
cent, between 1881 and 1891.

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There was an Increase between 1881 and 1891 in the Population of two Counties 
viz., Dublin, which increased 2'4 ^r cent., and Antrim, 1*4 per cent. ’ 

There was a Decrease in the Population of all the other counties, ranging from 
16*2 per cent, in Monaghan ; UA in Tipperary, S.R. ; and 13’9 per cent, in Longford ; 
to 8*1 percent, in Londonderry; 77 per cent, in Kildare ; and 1 -9 per cent, in l5own.

According to the Summaries ftiriiished by the Enumerators, 3,549,745 parsons 
returned themselves as Roman Catholics, this number being 411,146, or 10'4 per cent., 
under the number so returned in 1881 ; 600,830 were returned under the head of 
“Protestant Episcopalians” (as described in the note at foot of Table II.), being a 
decrease of 38,744, or 6*4 per cent., compared with the number tabulated under that 
head in 1881; 446,687 were returned as Presbyterians, being a decrease of 24,047 or 
5’1 per cent, compared witli 1881 ; the number of Methodists returned on the present 
occasion amounts to 65,235, being an increase of 6,396 or 13’1 per cent, on the number 
returned on the Census Forms in 1881.

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Houses. From the foregoing Summary it will be seen that in Ireland a decrease of 41,439, or 
4*5 per cent., took place in the Inhabited Houses between 1881 and 1891 ; the decrease 
in the Province of Leinster being 3 ’1 per cent.; in Munster, 7’7 per cent.; in Ulster 
1*9 per cent., and in Connaught, 7*7 per cent. 

The number of Uninhabited Houses* increased between 1881 and 1891 by 7,460, 
or 12'8 per cent. — the increase in the Province of Leinster being equal to 19'4 per 
cent. ; in Munster, to 24’9 per cent. ; and in Connaught, to 23*8 per cent. ; there was a 
decrease of I'l per cent, in the number of Uninhabited Houses in Ulster. There 
were 2,568 Houses returned as “Building,” being an increase of 858 compared with 
the number returned in 1881.

The largest 
of these Towns is Belfast, having in 1881 a Population of 208,122, which in 1891 had 
increased to 255,896, an increment of 23'0 per cent. ; the smallest of the Towns in this 
Table, according to the Population of 1881, is Armagh, which then had a Population 
of 10,070 : m 1891 its Inhabitants number 8,303 or a decrease of 17-5 per cent.
